“It was Herbert’s custom during the shooting season to Invite 
his various city friends to join himjn bis sport, and he would en¬ 
tertain them at ‘The Cedars’ In the moat elaborate style his moans 
would permit.

Torpedo Fishing:.

The Transit or a Flounder’* Eye. 

The apparently awkward and ungainly forms of many of the 
Rat NBhes is a matter of wonder to observers who ask why these 
uncouth figures are better adapted to life upon the bottom than 
others whose proportions are more pleasing to the human eye. 
Most fresh water forms are compressed laterally, while many 
marine fishes are flattened vertically, and as a sort of compromise 
between the two is tbe singular family 1‘Uuruwcli /a, named from 
pleurott the side, and nekte* a swimmer, rontalnlng the flounders, 
dabs, plaice, etc., which are flattened at the sides and Instead of 
swimming with the ventral region down after the manner of 
other flshfes (o compressed, they turn upon one side, as Indicated 
by the family name, and then, as an eye pressed flal In the sand 
would be of no use whatever,both eyes are placed upon the upper 
side. This formation is certaiuly most singular, hut tbe most 
extraordinary part of It is that the embryo flounder has an eye 
on each side, one of whieh paom to >he other tide. This was first 
noticed in 1863, hy Steenstrup, whose observations and theories 
have lately been con rmed w ith some additions by Mr. Alexander 
Agassiz in the “ Proceedings of the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences, vol. 14,” July, 1878. 

From the testimony of such careful observers It is evident that 
these mlshappen fishes are lu their first stages quite symmetrical 
and handsomely formed animals. “ The one I captured, ” writes 
Mr. Agassiz, “ was so transparent as to rival the most watery of 
jelly-fishes. When placed on a flat glass dish it could only be 
distinguished by allowing the light to strike It in certain direc¬ 
tions, otherwise all that was visible were the two apparently dis¬ 
embodied bright emerald eyes moving more or less actively. It 
was over an inch in length, the position of the eyes was perfectly 
symmetrical, and they were placed at a considerable distance 
from tbe anterior extremity of the snout; the dorsal lin extended 
almost to the nostrils. ” Fish culturists are familiar with the 
great changes In the fins, month, and general appearance of em¬ 
bryo fishes, and the general public are aware that caterpillars and 
tadpoles go through some wondrous changes withuut having any 
very definite Impression as to the extent of the transforma' ions, 
and, when compared with other changes known to the embryologist, 
tbe transit of the flounder's eye Is no more wonderful than a 
hundred other changes with which he is familiar. The newness 
of the discovery, or rather the confirmation of Steenstrup's obser¬ 
vations, lends a charm to the subject, and it therefore occupies 
the principal part of a late memoir by Agassiz, “On the Young 
Stage of Osseous Fishes. ” This memoir Is Illustrated with eight 
plates showing tbe changes of form through which young floun¬ 
ders pass. Steenstrup had the young in alcohol and upon exam¬ 
ination reasoned thus: The young flounder after a while takes to 
lying ou its right side, why, uo one can tell, but with this result, 
that the eye of that side begins to turn Inwards, and passing 
through the tissues of the bead, transfers Itself to the left side. 

Agassiz shows that the young uf some species of flounder at¬ 
tain a considerable size before they show uny disposition to favor 
one side more than another, aud before there is any change in 
the position of the eyes. They swim vertically, at least when 
they come to the surface to feed. This they will do on bright 
sunny days, about ten o'clock in tbe morning, while the water is 
very smooth, aud they will then lie seen to devour greedily 
swarms of embryo crustaceans of all kinds. From this It is evi¬ 
dent lhat the embryonic characters are retained for a considera¬ 
ble time after the fish first lakes food, which is not the case to 
any great extent with the fishes with which the fish culturist 
comes in contact. After a while some of them will settle down 
on tbelr left sides, which then In time become colorless and blind, 
while others settle on the right side, but no matter which side 
they take to resting on, the result Is tbe same. First there is a 
slight advaoco of the eye of the blind side towards the snout, 
then this rises higher and higher towards the media) line of the 
head; It now becomes more aud more visible from the colored 
side, until at last It quite passes over. In eight species observed 
by Agassiz this transfer began early in life, while the face hones 
of the skull are cartilaginous, and by a cotnblued process of rota¬ 
tion and translation, it Is completed before they have become 
ossified. These observations seemed at variance with those of 
Steenstrup and more In accordance with those of Malm who fol¬ 
lowed him, but later In the season Mr. Agassiz captured fifteen 
young Rounders whose development accorded more with tbe 
theory of Steenstrup. He records this time that the fish rested 
upon the right side aud the right eye rose as If going around hut, 
very singularly. It shortly afterward sank In the tissues at the 
base of the dorsal flu between this and the frontal; slowly It sank 
until the great orbit became reduced to a mere circular opening 
which gradually contracted as the eye progressed Into the tissues, 
until an opening was formed on the oilier side, thus the flounder 
had at this time three orbital openings and hut two eves until the 
one on the right side became closed. He remarks upon the 
length of the optic nerve which allows alack to be taken during 
the passage of the eye, and yet does not Interfere with the vision, 
and also upon the direct and exceedingly active circulation taking 
place to and from the heart and orbital cavity, almost constitut¬ 
ing an orbital heart. 

The flounders are comparatively recent flsbea; their remains 
are only found in the moat recent deposits, and the fact lhat the 
embryo bears the form of ordinary Ashes In fair evidence that their 


shape and habit has changed, and that tbe young flounder, like 
most other embryos, shows the form that preceded It In the pro¬ 
cess of evolution. 

Tho Food of Illinois Fishes. 

Extracts from Bulletin No. a, Illinois State Laboratory of Natural 
History, by Prof. 8. A. Korbis. 

A thorough knowledge of this subject should contribute some¬ 
thing tn our theories of distribution, since the food of those forma 
having appetites at all discriminating must have much to do with 
tbelr range. Light might even be thrown upon past distribution, 
and the causes be suggested of extensive migrations. 

Do the wide-spread species eat similar articles throughout their 
range, or are they wide-spread because they ore omnivorous, or 
because their food habits are more flexible than those of other 
flshesl On the other hand, are the narrowly limited species ever 
restricted by the local character of their food! 

Several etructuree not now fully understood, ought to receive 
their explanation. The variously developed grinding surfaces 
on the pharyngeal teeth of some cyprlnolds, the dlfferenees In the 
structure of the gill-rakers among sun-fishes and of tbe lips 
among suckers, are cases In point. 

Really Intelligent JMi-culture, on any large scale, Implies a full 
acquaintance with the food of the native speclea. It is a matter 
of es|>ecial imp irtance that the predaceous fishes should be known, 
os well as tbe kinds of lishes on which eaclt chiefly preys. A 
knowledge of the food of all specieB worth saving Is, of course, 
Indispensable, In order that proper measures may be taken to 
preserve their food supplies. 

It will also tie of interest to know what fishes there are at once 
worthless for human food and barmteaa In their habits, and there¬ 
fore worth encouraging, or perhaps even hatching, os food for the 
more valuable “game fishes.” Tbe gizzard shad ( Dorowma 
repedianmn), seems to be a fish of this character, as it lives chiefly 
on vegetable food and minute crustaeea, and contributes largely 
to the food of tbe marketable fishes. Apparently ignorant of this 
fact, tlie fishermen often leave long lines of this species to rot on 
tlte bank where tbe seines are hauled. 

Borne valuable fishes may be found dependent on food too 
liable to injury or destruction by matt or uatnre to make it worth 
while to cultivate them, while othere, equally valuable, may he 
proven ti i subsist ou food practically Indestructible. 

Such species as eat mixed food, ao that, in cose of scarcity of 
one kind, another may be drawn upon, are evidently more prom- 
lssing, other things being equal, than those of a more limited 
diet. 

That a full understandinglif-jhe competition* among tbe fishes 
of a stream or luke is necessary to anything better than guess¬ 
work In fish-culture, or an expensive and improvident trusting to 
luck. Is evident at once.* 

Methods: The stomachs and intestines were taken from the 
lishes, labeled with ttanie, place and date, aud pi ced In alcohol. 
They were afterward examined and notes made upon the objects 
found lu each, as far as recognizable. 

lu summing up, all the notea on the food o^each species were 
collated, and au attempt was mode to arraDgethe essential facts 
In a compact aud simple form. The classification of fishes used 
is that of the preceding paper (Jordan’s) on the fishes of Illinois. 

Ouly a mere beginning has as yet been made. One hundred 
and forty-nine specimens have been examined, representing fifty- 
four species—taken chiefly (except the minnows) from the Illin¬ 
ois river, in June and November, 1877, and April and May, 1878. 
The specimens were all of a fair average size. 

The figures in parentheses placed after the family and specific 
names of fishes indicate the number of specimens examined.

c»l)le«. We were chiefly »t work off the Island of Marajo In the 
estuary of the Amazon. The cable had only been submerged 
about a month; yet It came on board the ship at places literally 
covered with barnacles; at others, overgrown with submarine 
vegetation, crabs and curloua shells, often of singular delicacy 
,nd beauty. 1 The seaweeds were In great variety clinging to the 
cable, sometimes In thick groves of red and yellow sign; slender, 
transparent, feathery grasses; red slimy frecolds, and tufts of 
amethyst moss. We found branching coralline plants upward of 
a foot In height grow lug to the cable, the Boft skeleton being 
covered with a fleshy skin, generally of a deep orange color. 
Sometimes a sponge was footl'd attached to the roots of the 
corals, and delicate structures of varied Huts Incrusted the stems 
of all these plants and served to ornament as well as loslreiigthen 
them. Parasite life seems to be as rife under these soft tepid 
waters as It Is on the neighboring tropical shores. Many star- 
llshes, zoophytes and curious crabs and crustaceans were like¬ 
wise fished up on the cable. The crabs were often them¬ 
selves completely overgrown with the Indigenous vegetation of 
the bottom, and so were scarcely distinguishable from It. Otheis, 
although not so covered, were found to have the same lints as 
the vegetation they Inhabited, and even In structure somewhat 
resembled the lattrr. Others were perfectly or partially trans¬ 
parent, and one most beautiful hyaline crab, new to science, uul- 
ted In Its person several of the prevailing colora of tbo bottom. 
Its slender limbs, like jointed filaments of glass, were stained 
here and there of a deep topaz brown; Its snout, pointed like a 
needle, was of a deep scarlet ; Its triangular body was orange yel¬ 
low; lie eyes were green, and Its tiny hsnds of an amethyst blue.

Do Tboct Bits Witu Tueik Tails?— Elk Lick, Pa.— Editor 
Chicago Field: —A discussion something like the above la going 
on In IheCoiCAOo Field, and without being a sportsman, or very 
much interested in sport, I always read the paper with interest 
and have spoken favorably of It to my friends. Being some¬ 
thing of a naturalist, In my spare moments I am always on the 
gui vita tor something new In this line. Now let me tell you 
my experience. Not far from where I live are trout preserves, 
being ponds of a quarter of an acre or more with a gravelly bot¬ 
tom over which Is from two to live feet of clear water. In 
these ponds are thousands and thousands of trout from an inch 
to nearly two feet long, and In the mill stream running through 
and from the ponds thousands have escaped and may be seen 
against the clear white sand bottom, and for miles a pin might 
be seen on the bottom. Now If there Is any tall work It may be 
netn here and not guessed at. I have caught trout In these ponds 
just for the fun of the thing, putting them back again. And I 
have whipped the stream above and below the ponds right over 
fish I could see lying In the water, and I have caught for children 
and ladies one after another to put them back iu the stream 
again and I never saw nor heard of a trout “whacking" the fly 
with his tall. Ue turns slowly In the water till he gets in posi¬ 
tion and goes headlong for your fly: if he misses, as often occurs, 
be turns and snaps again and again, and this flickering around 
tbe bait may mislead the fisher, and if he pull he may catch bis 
fleh anywhere in the body, and oflener he doesn't. 

The fisherman has only to put a great big trout ou a table 
before him and looklug owly proceed to analyze him thus: Put 
your right band on his tall and the thumb of your left hand In 
bis mouth and then set your wits working, and by a close rea¬ 
soning tbe decision will nearly always be that they bite wiih the 
head end. H. M.

Mr 
Weiduer Is the same gentleman who a few years ago made a catch of 
sixty thousand pounds in Fentrses' Leke. — Te/ejj, a/.h." 

Such unmltleaied vandalism and pot-flahlng ought to be so frowned 
upon that Mr. Weldner would not dare to depopulate tbe river of Uslt 
in Ibis way. While everywhere authorities sre endeavoring to resbtek 
■mall streama. it la a burning shame tbit such wboh sale and deetruc- 
tlve depletion of the finest river, not ouly in Ihle land but iu the world, 
■honld be allowed. Stop it. — Dubuque Artist, feb.'i.

Small Fry. 


—Dr. Darwin, lo his “Voyage of a Naturalist,” lhu9 describes 
a crab which makes Its diet of cocoanute, and which he found on 
Kneeling Island, In tbe 8outh 8eas: “It is common ou all parts 
of this dry land, and grows to a monstrous size. It has a front 
pair of legs, terminated by a strong and heavy pincers, and the 
last pair by others which are narrow and weak. It would at first 
be thought quite Impos Ihle for.a crab to open a strong cocoanut 
covered with tbe busk; but Mr. Llesk assures me he has repeat¬ 
edly seen the operation effected. Tbe crab begins by tearing the 
husk, fiber by fiber, and always from tbat end under which the 
three eyeholes are situated. WheD this Is completed the crab 
commences hammering with Its heavy claws on one of these eye- 
boles till an opening is made; then, turning around Its body, by 
the aid of It* narrow pair of pincers it extracts the albuminous 
substance. I think this Is as curious a case of instinct as I ever 
heard of, and likewise of adaptation In structure between two 
object* apparently so remote from each other In the scheme of 
nature a* a crab and a cocoanut.” 

—French scientists continue their rxpcrlment* with blue and 
other colored glass, to ascertain Its effects upon animal life. M. 
Bedard finds tbat fiy-egga batch more rapidly under the Influence 
of bine and violet rays than under the green. M. Young has 
been experimenting wllh the eggs and young of frogs and trout, 
lie finds uniformly that violet light hastens the hatching Iu a 
very remarkable manner, blue, yellow and white coming next, 
*nd the red and green rays being Injurious; also, tbat darkness 
does not prevent development, though It delays It considerably; 
that tadpoles deprived of ail nourishment die much quicker of 
Inanition In the violet and blue rays than tbe others, because 
they consume more rapidly tbelr accumulated alimentary stores 
and that the mortality appears greater Iu the colored lights than 
In white. 

—In preparing fresh fish for cooking never soak or wash them; 
wiping with a wet towel Is sufficient. 8 ime people soak out all 
Hie juices until one fl-h tastes just like another, and the dis¬ 
tinctive flavor is lost. The French carry the Idea so far—that 
Is, the endeavor to retain the ptcullsr flavor of the thing to be 
rooked— aa to rarely scale their lineal fish, believing that In boll- 
<ng, the peculiar aroma of the fish la destroyed It all the outer 
rover la removed. Of course, the presence of scale# on a plate la 
very disagreeable, and we would somewhat prefer a flavorleee 


fish than to have a mass of scales set before up. A person, how¬ 
ever, who knows how to serve a fish of this kind, boiled without 
scaling, can so manage It as to place no scales on a plate. 

Tbe South Pacific Tima says: A peculiar Incident occurred on 
the 29th ult., In the bay of Callao. The attention of the occu¬ 
pants of the pleasure yacht Uermosa Maria, while crossing from 
the Island of San Lorenzo, was attracted by a struggle In the 
water between a seal and a large fish, the Bpecfca of* which they 
were at first unable to recognize. As the yacht drew uear the 
seal made off, but the flsb remained on the surface floundering 
about lu an extraordinary manner and making some very curious 
evolutions. The people In the yacht succeeded In securing the 
animal, and It turned out to be a magnificent corhlna, over three 
feet In length. Part of Its head, with one of the eyes, had been 
bitten off by the seal, and this had so stupefied the flail as to reu- 
der lu capture au easy matter. It was found to weigh over 
twenly-slx pounds. 

—Dwight Foster and William U. Prescott, counsel for the 
owners of twenty of the Gloucester fishing vessels, driven from 
the herring fishing ground by a mob of Newfoundland fishermen 
In January, 1878, have filed with the Secretary of State claims 
for damages ranging from #37 to »8,«00 per vessel, according to 
expenses and anticipated profits of the voyage. They quote from 
the British argument before the Halifax Commission, depositions 
of Newfoundland fishermen and Colonial laws to support the jus¬ 
tice of their claims, and argue that if treaty rights cati be 
abridged by local legislation, th'e privileges acquired by tbe award 
of 15,,">00,000 are of questionable value. 

—A few weeks ago we mentloued tbat a fish, supposed to be a 
pompano, Trachynotue carol in ue, weighing sixteen pounds, had 
been received by Mr. Blackford, at Fulton Market, ami sent to tbe 
Smithsonian. It proves, as we are Informed, to be a visitor from 
tbe west coast of Africa, belonging to the same genus, called T. 
goreeneie , from the Island of Dora (oue of the canaries), where It 
was first found. Tuts is another added to our list of coast fishes 
by Mr. Blackford’s care and enterprise. Had It gone to almost 
any other fisb dealer In the country It would have been eaten 
without question as a big pompano and science been none the 
wiser. 

—Mr. O. Malzlalek, of Leitomlscbl, in Uohemia,keej>s his bult- 
fish In good condition hy preserving them In spirits to which a 
little camphor Is added. This prueervjjsthc uatural colors of the 
fish and they are therefore better, and iTWr soaking In alcohol 
tbe flesh Is firmer and holdBthe hook better, and so will endure 
more than If fresh and soft. The odor of camphor and spirits 
docs not alarm the fish upon their approach, uordrivetbciu away. 
The balt-ttsbes so prepared are very handy for dally excursions If 
wrapped up siDgly In heavy paper, and those not used can be re¬ 
turned to the liquor and kept for future use.— Fiecheri Zcitung. 

—Among mammals the dental apparatus is most efficient lu 
the herblvora, as the mastication of vegetables Is more essential 
In their digestion than lu the case (If animal food, but this rule 
docs not hold good wllh fishes, the teeth of the vegetarians, as 
the carp, mullet, etc., are Inslgnificunt lu comparison with the 
powerful crushing dentition of the sheepshead, drum, and other 
species with what are known as “pavement teeth. ” 

—In the Massachusetts House of Representatives the commit¬ 
tee on fisheries recently reported as follows: That justice to the 
fishermen and the fishing Interests of the country requires that 
articles 18 and 21 of the treaty concluded between the United 
StateB and Great Britain on the 8th of May, 1871, should he ter¬ 
minated at tbe earliest possible period. 

—Remember the meeting of the American Fisheultural Asso¬ 
ciation at Fulton Market, New York, on the 25th and 20th of 
this month. Tbe society Is growing ami extending its scope and 
now numbers among its members the best men lu tbe country 
who are Interested In Its work. 

—Tbe crystalline lens Is globular in fishes, hence they are short 
sighted, and It is doubtful If they can distinguish objects in the 
purest water at a distance of a hundred feet. They become 
alarmed at an object In motion much sooner than at the quiet 
form of an enemy. 

—No man becomes a proficient In any science who does not 
transcend system, and gather up new truth for himself lu the 
boundless field of research.—D k.

BY “LEATHERHEAD,” 1.8 “UKI.I.’s LIFE.” 

From several letters received since I have commenced the pres¬ 
ent series of papers I am Induced to believe that breeding pointers 
and setters will become a matter of far greater Importance than 
any one could have hitherto expected; for there are rumors of 
sport In other lands to lie enjoyed after tbe old-fashioned ways 
of our fathers, and that there will be grouse moors In New Zea¬ 
land and Australia; whilst a breath of news from tbe other side 
of tbe Atlantic talks of some very tall offers for the creme de la 
creme of our pointer sires. I do not waut s good many of them 
to depart from our shores just directly, as the list I have given In 
Mi la juat the one to pick and choose from so as to make pointer 
breeding an Inlereatlng study. I have had a good many letters, 
too, from the home breeders, who, I am pleased to say, give their 
hearty approval to my plan of settlug forth the strains of blood 
and the Instances of field merit to be noticed in anr pointers of 
to-day; but I am enjoined by several to sp'ak In these ar Idea 
on auother point, which, although of minor lm|ionance, is de¬ 
cidedly a subject capable of some very useful reform. It Is with 
reference to nomenclature. My readers say that there are too many 
Bangs, too many Dons, more Majors than necessary, a ridiculous 
number rejoicing In the names of Dash, Moll, Kale, Daisy, Fred 
and Romp, and III the Field Trial Derby there has appeared to be 
an absence of thst faculty to name, although In some cases tbe 
christenings have been very approprlste. The name of Sefton, 
after Mr. Crawford's hero, wss naturally In some request, and It 


Is a good name for a pointer, though Mr. 8. E. Shirley's setters 
have the greatest right to their titles of 8eftou, Stirling, Scarlet 
and Silken, as It Is seen that they were born on the Derby day. 
Already another Sefton has been changed to Croxtetb, and I 
should like to see other alterations In the same direction. I was 
surprised to see another Garnet, and two more called Dash, the 
Dash 111. beiug terribly confusing, for history ouly gives us one 
Richard III., hut there have been ten Dash the Thirds 
and Fred VI. would have a better chance for a kingdom 
undlsiurbed by revolution, although It would be difficult 
to number up all the Fred the Seconds and Fred the 
Thirds, so there Is not much to commend In this sort of 
naming. There has been a great crop of Dukes, hut still there 
Is another of the name to come out, and still another called Duke 
VI. Mr. G. Brewts’ two sound very neal, Domino and Daphne, 
hy Dash II., out of Duchess, and the Brat Is original, and, for 
the matter of that, Wise and Truth are uncommon, but rumor 
has It that they have not been wisely entered. The name of 
Fancy to too common throughout, the entry, and so to Jeannette 
hut Freak to very good, by champion Baog out of his daughter 
Whim, and so 1s Tinkle for a sister to Bow Bells. Mr. Pllklngton 
and Mr. Lloyd Price set the beat example, for they are quite fresh 
and original, the former geutleinan taking a letter for each year 
as, for Instance, last year the letter was J., this year It to K., and 
uexlyear It will be L. This is not a had plan, and it has beeu 
adopted for a racing establishment I recollect In France. Mr. 
Llewellln prefixes bis names with Count and Countess, after bis 
celebrated old hitch, uud uo one should usurp this gentleman’s 
right to the title. I should like to sec the Kennel Club pass a law 
that no one should take a name that to Id use, under a penalty 
of An, the first time it was entered under the kennel club rules. 
1 his would very soon bring about the desired effect, whilst It 
would save au immense deal of confusion, and make breeding 
easier. To turn, however, to the well-known names of to-day. I 
left off my last, chapter with Mr. Lloyd Price’s pointer sires re¬ 
served to the use of his own kennel, namely, Eos-Cymrw Beau 
and Ben, but three very good ones are offered to the public In 
champion Wag, Grog, and Bastow. There cannot well be a more 
beautiful pointer than Wag, and combining as he docs the best 
of blood, by Saucbo, son of Brockton’s Bounce out of Sappho, 
by Coham's Bang, sire of champion Bang, It Is blood Indeed lo 
lure one to breed to. A very goud dog in the field, too, to Wag 
I saw him run in a field trial in Devonshire, and an Independent, 
witness who has seen him perform on partridges told me that he 
thought him quite first-class. He got a litter of puppies last 
year for Mr. Moore, of Applleby, and Mr. Price has some by him, 
whilst s sou of his was shown at Birmingham two years ago, but 
I have not had the pleasure of seeing a great many of Ids progeny. 
Grog to a dog l like very much, as he looks such a sporting gen¬ 
tleman, and there Is such a lot of him. He comes from a very 
old Irish sort, as I was assured before Mr. Price bought him, 
md I should have bought him myself If I could 
have made sure ubout Ida field performances. I have 
since heard that he was not thoroughly broken at that time, 
but that he took to It like a real good dog. He to a very 
hardy, wiry-looking customer, and.one I should never be sur¬ 
prised to see make his mark at the stud. Bastow to a very neat 
shaped one, hut 1 do not know anything more about him. Mr. 
Barclay Field has a rare brace of pointers in Dick and Riot, as 
Dick I have always looked upon as one of the very best pointers 
in England, and he always looks such a well-bred, gentlemanly 
looking dog. I do not think I have ever admired a pointer at 
Meld trials so much as I have Dlek at various times. 1 recollect 
how he worked as a pupyy at Bala, and in the “Braces” one year 
at Shrewsbury, with a companion called Brag; their work was 
simply perfection, whilst on auother occasion, with Mr. S. Price's, 
now Mr. Salter’s, Mike, I recollect how they quartered a thirty 
acre field of seeds, ami each getting the wind from a different 
side, they fairly raced to their birds and stood at tbe same 
second like statues, Dick just In front. It was a splendid sight, 
worth going a journey to see, and Dick that year should have 
won the open stake at Shrewsbury. He to a wonderfully bred 
one, by Statter's Major out of Sappho, by champion Drake (mark 
this, pointer-breeders!—a Drake bitch again the dam of a celeb¬ 
rity), the dam of Sappho hy old^Major, by Antrobu-,’s Major, ami 
her dam Lord Seftou's Sappho, went Into the celebrated Seflou 
Topaz strain, who had all tan about their faces—liver, white, and 
tan—and tracing right down to Edge’s Beau and Edge’s Rake. 
As yet Dick has not beeu very fortunate as a sire, as one litter, 
of which great expectations were formed, all died, and there was 
only one left, I believe, out of the well-known Queen, and that 
one, also called Queen, ran third for the puppy stake at Shrews¬ 
bury last year. Conflued only to the services of Mr. Barclay 
Field's own kennel, he has oot had the varied opportunities at 
the stud as other dogs have had, hut I shall expect to see the 
blond of Dick in field trial records for a great many years 
to come. Riot Is one of the neatest small dogs In 
England, and he has already Bhown signs of becom¬ 
ing a famous sire, as lu two successive years he hosgotgoO'l 
ones In I>rak,e, who was second In the Field Trial Derby In 1877, 
when ouly nine months old, as he was born in August, and Pride, 
who ran extremely well last year when Just ten months old. Such 
lafe puppies as these, showing merit of no common order, at 
once to a clear sign that the blood was of the very best, and that 
there to a pre-disposition to beget good ones ou the part of Riot. 
He waa bred by Mr. Statter, and was got by champion Drake out 
of Roinp, but I cannot find the pedigree of the Utter In the Ken¬ 
nel Club Stud Book, though I know It to of the best of Mr. Stut¬ 
ter's strain, as that gentleman, when he sold Riot to Mr. Bar¬ 
clay Field, made a reservation about breeding from him for Ills 
own kennel. I like a dog who has shown himself a good sire, 
and there to none on the list who has done so In a greater degree 
than Riot, who will be most invaluable to Mr. Field lo cross 
with some of the good hitches In Ills possession. Small sires are 
very handy to correct a want of quality, or when a stock to get¬ 
ting a hit tall and leggy; my Idea of breeding any aort of animal 
being lo contrast the male and female, l. «., to put large slrea to 
small damt, and vice verm.

Editor CiHcaoo Fiei.d:-1ii a recent issue 1 had the pleasure 
of reading an article on the qualities of retrieving, embracing 
two different breeds, that of the Irish water spaniel and Chesa- 
peake Bav retrlever-and as the only way of arriving at the truth 
of any dlaeusslon is through the advancement of opinions and 
experiences—I will give mine for what its worth, honing to 
elicit some further remarks from an abler pen. I think the con¬ 
clusion of your correspondent has been rather hastily forme'l 
carding the Irish water spaniel. I have a twelve months old 
pup last season-a grandson of Slnbad out of a bitch owned )V 
Mr Whitman, which 1 considered was going to display all the 
qualities requisite for making a No. I dog. Ills dlspos lion was 
good, very fond of the gun, taking great delight In letelilng aud 

1 carrying, never happier than when in his natural element pos¬ 
sessing a keen scent both on land and in water, very tender 
mouthed, always taking Ids bird In retriever style under the wing, 
never ruffling a feather, much more breaking the hkin. Ilia 
debut among the water fowl was late last Fall. 1 was anxious he 
should have some practice to seelf ray most-sanguine expectations 
would he fulfilled, and not being able to shoot over him, the 
next best thing I could do was to let a trusty friend take him to 
the Tolleston marshes, the result of which was, that every duck 
killed (fifty in number; was retrieved lu grand style through thin 
Ice, cane brakes aud other marshy obstructions. The pup proved 
good in the boat, keeping still, and when onlered to go, followed 
his granddad's example of Jumping from the bottom of the boat 
without tipping It, like most dogs would do. All this seemed 
to come natural, having had no other training than common yard 

^Now'another fault spoken of by your correspondent. Is lazi¬ 
ness and want of vim in the Irish water spaniel, rather prefer¬ 
ring to roll himself up on a rat’s nest and go to sleep. 1 Ills 
seems singular, and for a proof to the contrary a winged mallard 
of large size was towed a long distance by the pup, and kept up 
constant warfare. He took It to the top of a rat’s nest, and 
I seemed prvtt.v well blown, but he did not manifest any signs of 
1 giving up his charge, hut held on to It, and at the sound of the 
whistle, Jumped Into the stream again, and delivered his duck 
all right This and my other remarks certainly do not go to 
I show any want of courage on the part of my pupil, which age 
1 and practice Is likely to Impair. 

Another assertion is, that the only exception to all these had 
traits, was King of the River. Now it seems that your corres¬ 
pondent once more has got the wrong pig by the ear. A friend

TUB RYU AMD ITS DISK ASKS. 

The object of the sense of vision Is to acquaint the animal with 
the existence of light, aud form of surrounding objects, ele. 

The rnuet Important parts of the eye concerned directly In 
vision are: the expansion of the optic nerve (the retina), 111 front 
of which we have the transparent refracting media, the vitreous 
humour, crystalline lens, and aqueous humour, to trausmit the 
light aud bring It to a focus upon the retina. The following are 
the various parts of the eye: to retalu the figure of the retina 
aud to protect it we have the sclerotic, coat, a white fibrous tissue, 
opaque, excepting lu trout, where it Is modified lu structure, 
aud becomes transparent to allow the light to enter, and is called 
the cornea; between the sclerotic coat aud the retina we have 
iuterposed a layer of dark pigment In a delicate membraue, 
termed the choroid, w hich absorbs the rays of light after making 
the impression on the retina. In front of the r,Una are the 
transparent media-. 1st. The vitreous humor contained within the 
cup which the retina lorms, giving an Internal support, to It as 
the sclerotic does an external; this humour occupies four-filths 
of the whole globe. Imbedded lu Its anterior part Is a double 
convex lens, the crystalline coming nearly up hi the cornea, leav¬ 
ing, however, a small cavity, which contains watery field, the 
aqueous humor, betweeu Itself and that transparent part of the 
external ease. Across this cavity aud dividing Into an anterior 
and posterior chamber, hangs a vertical, curtain-like process, 
called the iris, perforated In the center by an aperture, the pupil. 
for the ailmissluu of light to the anterior chamber, and contrae 
tile under the Influence ol light on the rettua, regulating the 
amount of light entering the organ. The fluidity of the aqueous 
humor Is a provision to allow the expansion and contraction of 
the pupil, and the movements of the lens to or from the cornea. 
After the optic nerve enters the eye, it divides and spreads Into 
numeruus luosculating tibrilla, forming a plexus, which plexus Is 
brought Into relutiou with numerous vessels and a layer of gang 
Houle cells, which layer of cells forms the Internal layer of the 
true retina. 

The cause of the dilution and contraction of the pupil is 
through a circular (sphlnster) muscle, deriving its energy from 
the third pair of nerves (motores oculorum), under the stimulus 
of light. The dilation Is caused probably by the elasticity of 
the tissue of the Iris, after the contractility has ceased. Tl.>- 
office of the transparent media, Is to retract and modity the rays 
of light, and thereby- overcome the spherical and chromatic aber 
ration. The nerves' particularly devoted to the sense of vision 
are the optic nerves, or second pair. Each eye has six muscles 
the reefi, or four straight, and tw.i oblique, superior and Inferior. 
The action of these muscles Is as follows: o hen all the recti 
or straight muscles, act together, they (lx the ball; when either 
one or the other alone, It draws the ball toward their respective 
sides. The oblique muscles antagonize the recti, ami also when 
acting together, they draw the globe Inwards aud converge tin- 
axis of the eye; the superior oblique, acting alone, turns the eye 
Inward anil downward, and the Inferior oblique upward ami 
Inward. The offices of the eyelids are to shield the eye from too 
strong a light, aud to protect Its anterior surface from hurtful 
substances. The superior lid is much larger and more movable 
than the inferior, It has a thin sheet of cartilage fitted to It to 
allow of easy motion over the glolie of the eye, called tarsal car¬ 
tilage, to which the muscle Is attached to elevate the lid. 1 he 
lower lid has also a narrow slip of cartilage, which meets lue 
upper at each side. The liatrs along the free margin of the 
upper lid, called lashes. Intercept the entry of foreign particles 
aguinst the eye, and assist In defending the organs from excess 
of light. There Is also another wise provision In protect! g so 
delicate an organ from foreign bodies. I refer to the cartUago nlc 
titans (haw or nictitating membrane), though not so largely de¬ 
veloped in the dog as lu some animals, is nevertheless, of sutll- 
clent size to afford considerable protection to the outer surface 
of the eye, and greatly assists in preventing the accumulation ol 
seeds, which, the hunting dog especially, would suffer much from. 
This delicate membrane Is found at the Inner eantbus (corner! 
of the eye. The membrane reflected over the front of the glob? 
of the eye Is called the conjunctival membrane. The front of the 
eye Is irrigated by lachrymal fluid, secreted by a gland of tha 
name, which Is placed withiu the orbit; after lubricating the con¬ 
junctival membrane, the fluid passes off Into the nostril. J 
studying the physiology of vision, it Is necessary to be acquainted 
with the genera! laws of light and optica After giving a silt 
description of the different parte of the eye and their uses, 1 win 
now treat on the diseases that organ Is liable to.

I have no recommendations for setons on any¬ 
thing of that nature, hut will say I have never lost a pup or dog 
with that so-called fatal disease. My treatment Is very simple, 
and one in which I ain well aware there will be much prejudice, 
but thinking there may be a few who might be benefited by It, 1 
give It for publication. 

Pleuro Pneumonia, esoeclally In pups from a few months to a 
year or more old, Is Indeed no Indifferent matter, and requires 
prompt attention. I said there would be prejudice against my 
treatment, not that there Is auy just cause for It, but to the con¬ 
trary, because of the asumptlon of the old school, who claim the 
apostolic succession of the right and power to heal. Now for the 
homeopathic dose, which la my treatment, and could all who 
have that fell disease to contend with, but have seen the result 
upon my Laverock pup Don, eight months old, and my Irish pup 
Rod, they could not but exclaim, give tha treatment that will 
produce such results, whatever be Its name. 1 recognize Its

blowing, and tills, we think, was the cause of many misses, for 
we find that a strong Cross wind will make a deviation of fifteen 
to twenty Inches on a target ut forty yards. 

In estimating the value of this experiment. It must lie remem¬ 
bered that having been tried the last days of January, the birds 
were old and extremely strong and sw ift on the wing. We have 
never seen them wilder or faster In lllght. In the beginning of 
the season a much better score would have been made, for we 
should rather undertake to kill ninety in 100 then, than the slxty- 
threc we killed In January. Besides this, we never shot the gun 
before, and it does not fit us properly. 

But we have given these facts iti detail to show that the best 
Held gun for partridges Is one that has the first barrel (the K. 
B. In our case), open, so as to distribute well and kill* dead at 
twenty-five yards, with the second barrel choked so as to give 
the same target at forty to fifty yards. This allows plenty of 
time for accuracy and deliberation for the second shot and for 
long shots. Then with chilled shot, and such a hard awaiting 
gun as we had, no one can complain of his equipment. 

Before this, we have used several guns of different make, all 
good, but with both barrels i>pr», and we have teen much 
troubled, after taking deliberate aim on second shots, to see the 
bird go off either unhurt, or with legs hanging and feathers 
flying. And even when brought down, they would give mu- h | 
trouble to catch them, or would often get away entirely, From | 
the statement above it will he seen that we were delivered from 
this aggravation. 

Upon close observation, we find that when more than one bird 
gets op, especially late In the season, the second shot Is not gen¬ 
erally made under forty yards. Now we have never seen the gun 
with cylinder bore, that could kill with certainty at that dis¬ 
tance. Our practice at glass balls last Bummer demonstrated 
the fact ill the case of several shooters. One getitbun in. we 
remember, with a Jins English gun, would inlss about four or five 
balls In ten. The balls being at thlrtv-fivc and forty yards Hut 
as soon as he tried a choke bore he frequently hrok- ten straight, 
and III one match lost but three balls out of slxty-two shot* We 
are satisfied that a choked barrel Is necessary for s mill birds ai 
any distance over thirty-five or even thirty yards, for certain and 
clean killing. 

Ill the early part of the season, we all use too much ammuni¬ 
tion. We shot with a friend a few days ago, who kills often 
and well with Ills first barrel even woe. and is called i good «bnt 
in the Fall. lie uses lens than heo drnchnised powder, and shoot* 
a muzzle-loader. Three drachms of powder and one ounce shot 
we believe to he large enough in October and November. But I 
mast Ipave room for others.

The Extermination of (»nme— Is There nn llemetly? 

Matville, Wis. 

Eoitok Chicago Field:—I have been greatly gratified at the 
fearless and earnest course of the Chicago Field in Its opposition 
to game butchery In any and all forms, and its efforts to creite a 
healthy sentiment in the minds of all persons, especially sports¬ 
men, for the preservation of game of all kinds In this country. 
That tills great source of hoth wealth and enjoyment Is rapidly 
approaching utter extinction is a fact, which Is not only challeng¬ 
ing the attention of the most casual observer, hut Is also becoming 
a fearful reality to all lovers of that grandest of recreations, 
field sport. 

For more than twenty years, very many of my leisure hours 
have been passed with dog ami gun. amid intense enjoyment, on 
the lakes, rivers, woodlands and prairies of the beaullful valley of 
upper Rock River. But the time has come, despite all desire to 
have it otherwise, when the unwelcome truth intrudes Itself upon 
us, that soon the old gun must he left to hang on Its accustomed 
peg, and the old tlog remain undisturbed in his wonted corner, or 
they and their master must seek other and s’ranger fields In pur¬ 
suit of sport, for game hereabouts will soon be a thing of the 
past. 

In looking back twenty years, the rapidity with which all kinds 
of game, more especially birds, have npproached extinction in the 
valley of the upper R ick River Is simply Incredible. 

The voice of “Bob White" Is no longer heard, and the qu ill, 
formerly found In such plentiful numbers, Is now almost un¬ 
known. A person will travel miles through thcoakopenlngsand 
undergrowth, which once abounded with ruffed grouse, w-lthout 
starting a single bird. Prairie chickens will soon lie a curiosity, 
in a section, where twenty lears ago, a score of covies could he 
started in a half day's tramp. 

Thousands of marshes and bayous along the river, which. In 
the Autumns of a few years ago, teemed with water fowl, are 
now nil tenanted the livelong year. It is true, quite large num¬ 
bers of ducks may still he found on the larger expanses or the 
river, such as Lake Koshkonong and Horicon Marsh, but to the 
“old settler” the number now remaining seems like “a drop In 
the bucket," no comparison with the vast flocks which a few 
years since frequented almost every slough and marsh adjacent 
to the river; and those remaining are on the mad to certain ex¬ 
termination, as the numbers perceptibly decrease year by year. 

It is lamentable, but It Is none the les9 true, that a few more 
years and t.he last of our water fowl and game birds, except, per- 
haps, woodcock and snipe, will have disappeared from a section 
once so lavishly supplied, unless the work of extermination can be 
stayed. I am fearful that the same story Is true of nearly, If not 
quite, all the states east of the Mississippi, and the march of ex¬ 
termination is moving westward with rapid strides. In view of 
these facts has not this elimination of our game become a question 
of such magnitude as to merit the attenttou and discussion, not 
only of sportsmen, but of all good citizens, to the end that some 
means may be devised to prevent. If possible, Its total extinction I 
Believing that it. has, I have ventured, feeble though the effort 
may be, to second the Chicago Field In Its laudable work for 
the preservation of the game of our country. 

In discussing this important subject, It Is not a difficult task 
to truce these disastrous results to their certain causes; hut this 
la of little practical value unless there is a reasonable hope that the 
causes may he mitigated. If not removed. Of the destruction by 
natural causes, such as extremely rigorous Winters, capture by 
animals and birds of prey, I shall say nothing, further than there 
ia no room to doubt that the destruction from these causes might 
he greatly lessened,if we only would. It Is to the artificial causes, 
first, netting and trapping, second, shooting, that we must look 
principally for.relief, anil with these causes we must deal 
at once and elec is only or our game will perish. As to the first, 
nvttlug and trapping, our vernacular tongue does not fnrnlsti 
terms too strong or ion severe with which to denounce these bar- 
latmus practices. Every possible effort should be made by sports¬ 
men and good citizens generally to stamp oot of existence this 
nefarious business. 

Shooting may very properly tic said to he the work of three 
classes; first, the market shooter; second, the pot hunter; third 
the sportsman proper. As a game exterminator, the market 
shooter Is entitled to rank second to the netter and trapper. Be¬ 
ing a professional, he Is usually provided with the deadliest guns 
and the finest and twet broken dogs, and having seleeted some 
favorable location, he makes a clean tinesjj of old and young, and 
having exhausted the game 9t one locality, he moves to another, 


where be repeats Ols war of extermination.! (Independent^ of the 
vast numbers which are thus destroyed, the serious part of the 
matter Is,very few. If any, arc left for the work of ,.rocreatloo, as 
your market shiaiter la a crack shot and very rarely falls to pick i 
up every bird. 

Tin- next person luvlring attention is the ysot hUulcr. This in¬ 
dividual may verv appropri »telv lie denoinln tied the Caudal of 
the shooters, He shoots In l >c Bpring, In Ihr Bummer, In the i 
Autumn and in the Winter, respecting the laws of neither God 
nor man.

Could an tillpuilla! jury acquit sportsmen of the charge of being 
game. exterminators, in the face of such evidence as this! Never! 
Tlie fact is, this “big bag mania,” as it has been aptly termed, 
coupled with an Inordinate desire for an ostentatious display of 
skill, Is leading too many gentlemen far away from the domain of 
the true sportsman, Into the territory of the game slaughterer. 

We now come to the question, Is there no remedy f Are there 
no means by which the extermination of game may he prevented! 

I believe there arc. 

In proportion as we remove or mitigate the causes of extermin¬ 
ation, viz : netting and trapping, and shooting, we may hope to 
see our game restored and multiplied. To this end two things are 
necessary. Firat, radical changes lu our game laws, rendering 
them more stringent and effective. Second, an unrelenting en¬ 
forcement of the laws when made. In reg.rd to legislation, I be¬ 
lieve that game lawa embodying substantially the following pro¬ 
visions, are demanded bv the’ exigencies or the case, in many, if 
not all of our Western States: I. Absolute prohibition of all 
netting and trapping. 2. No more shooting of any kinds of 
game birds from traps. 3. Prohibition of shoollug, killing or 
taking in any manner, shipping, transporting or carrying, by 
common carriers or others, selling or offering to sell, or baring 
In possession certain kinds ol game of which there is the greatest 
scarcity, at any season of the year, lor a period of three or five 
years. There are, doubtless, some states where this provision is 
not needed, but there are others where It, Is Imperatively detnnuded, 
if game is to be preserved. 4. Bhorteu the open season to sixty 
days; tocorainenee Sept 1st and close Nov. 1st. 5 Prohibition 
of shooting, killing, or taking, in any manner, shipping, trans¬ 
porting or carrying, selling or offering to sell, or hariug in pos¬ 
session any game exeept In the open seasou. 6. No shooting 
with any arm except the common gun fired from the shoulder. 
7. Limit the number of birds lawful for one person to Bhoot in 
any one day. 8. Make the sheriff, his deputies and all constables 
and marshalls of each county, a officio, game officers, whose duty 
it shall be to see that game laws are obeyed, and to make com 
plaint against offenders. 9, Require the prosecuting attorney of 
each county to attend to ami conduct all suits for violation of the 
game lawB upon notice from the sheriff, or the magistrate before 
whom suit has been Instituted. 10 Affix heavy penalties for vi¬ 
olations of any of the provisions of the game laws; one hall of 
the fines to go to the complainant. 

A law embracing substantially the foregoing provisions, If en¬ 
forced, would end the war of extermination. Whether this, or 
any other steps shall be taken toward the preservation of our 
game birds, depends very much upon the action of sportsmen 
themselves. If they take the initiative and persist, we may hope 
for the enactment and enforeeinint of such laws as will savu our 
game from extermination. If not, there are not a few of us, 
who will live to see the extinction of very many, If not all, of 
our game birds lu the Valley of the Mississippi.

Editor Chicago Field: —The articles on game protection, and 
the various suggestions of amendments to the game laws, from 
some of your correspondents interest me greatly, and the ouh 
objection Is, they are all too conservative; true, "Klllbuck" anil 
a few others of his stamp advocate rather extreme measurea, but 
I would go further, and make a sweeping and general reform. 

I would repeal all existing game laws, aud all legislation on the 
matter should emanate from the general government. I would 
have Congrese make It a capital offense for any person to be 
found away from home with dog and gun for the next ten years; 
prohibit tlie manufacture and sale of guns and ammunition, etc., 
for the same length of time: make trap-shooting of all kinds un- 
lawful^wever, as tending to a too destructive and skillful aim: 
and at the end of the prohibited period, when the fields and woods 
would of course lie swarming with game, I would have such laws 
enacted aa would forever prevent Its depletion by the gun, It 
should then be unlawful to ahoot In Spring, Summer, Autumn 
and Winter with this proviso,that one day In each Fall month should 
be set apart In which game might be killed under certain con¬ 
ditions. The gunner should not kill more than ten head ol the 
various kinds In any one day, and should first make affidavit that 
he Intended to shoot for his own and bis family’s exclusive use 
only, and any person buying, or accepting game aa a gift, should 
be punished hy both fine and Imprisonment. Not only should 
club bunts be abolished, but no two persona should be allowed to 
shoot together, thereby stamping out every vestige of this specie* 
of barbarism, which has done so much directly and Indirectly to¬ 
ward the destruction of game. I would have a heavy special tax 
laid on guns and ammunition, and the sportsman should be re¬ 
quired to pay a license fee of not leas than $50 each on dog and

“Big Woods,’’ soon, alas! to be “ big woods" no more, for the

All hand» 
make a practice of sbootlug all such game as they can get within 
reach of, at almost any time when they want It for their tables 
No $300 breech-loader*, or $500 setter*, but usually an old army- 
gun or a squirrel rifle complete the hunter’s outfit I The average 
abootlst here la uauslly poor, too poor to Indulge In the luxuries 
of the city pot-hunter. Poverty compell* me to shoot over s little 
native pointer, and with a very plain muzxle-loader. But not 
withstanding all these drawbacks. In the Spring end Fell, when 
ducks are plenty In the beautiful lake near my home, such time 
as I can spare from my granger duties, I get considerable sport 
Seventy-five toons hundred miles north and east of here deer and 
some other Isrgc game are yet faitly plenty.

When all hands were In we counted up 
twenty"two geese and Beventy-eigbt ducks. In tbe meantime our 
camp man was getting supper to which we all did Juatice. The 
next thing In order was re-loading.shells which being accom- 
nll-lied, we swapped a few Ilea and told what wonderful shots 
bad Iwen made which no other could possihy have done. How¬ 
ever, I began to feel sleepy and proposed to spread the blankets, 

,nd while we were In the act it commenced to rain gently, and 
kept It up very nearly all night; but we weathered through lis¬ 
tening to the palter of the soft rain on our eeads all night. This 
didn't dampen our ardor as much as It did the blankets, so we 
sallied forth with a goodly number of shells ready for anything 
lhat came our way. We did not have as good shooting as we ex¬ 
pected on account of there being so much water scattered over 
tin- plains. However, we did the best we could. We bagged for 
the day all told seventy-one geese, 183 ducks, and went into camp 
pretty well tired out.

The Law Disregarded in Davenport. —Davenport, Iowa.— 
Editor Chicago Field: —As L. E. N. has seen fit to write me an 
answer, prefixed with Honorable, I will say this much, that in 
his former communication he left out the phrase “In season” 
when he said the kids and pot-hunters had destroyed all the 
game in this vicinity, and I, going by the supposition thut he 
meant by “P. F." one who shoots for the "pot,” answered him 
accordingly. The kids are our future sportsmen, and even If 
lhey do take a rest on the fence, at short range, they will soon 
get the fascination of dropping a bird in full flight and quit boy- 
bh practices. Violations of the gatne laws are frequent enough, 
and If L. E. N. will send me the name of some member of the old 
Davenport Guu Club who will attend to it I will agree to keep 
him busy for awhile. The game law la a dead letter, and no one 
seems to care anything about it. Qualls are exposed for sale 
here in a perfectly open nianuer. Sam Hurtc had two or three 
dozen exposed this morning, but, unfortunately they all came 
from Missouri. Grouse, both rough and pinnated, were bought 
and sold within a week. The Davenport Dor Denuikrat reported 
(he killing of a deer on the 10th of January, only five miles from 
town; no one is interested enough to tile information. My cir¬ 
cumstances at present are in such a condition that I cannot 
attend to It. The col I weather and snow preceding it have been 
very disastrous to tbe quails, of which we had quite a number 
hut tbe pot-hunters have had their harvest In murdering the 
huddled bevies In some fence corner, and I have seen numerous 
places where the marks were left In the Bnow of the tmbnier of 
nearly a whole bevy by one shot. It takes so long for me to find 
a brood that I try to have all the fun 1 can from them. My defi¬ 
nition of pot-hunter is one who pots his birds, or shoots them In 
an unsportsmanlike way, and I think I am correct for this reason, 
that, leaving out the Idea o sport, It would be far cheaper to buy 
birds outright than to kill tl era. Judging from my own experi¬ 
ence every bird I have killei I this past season has cost me a dol¬ 
lar a pair; but the sport and health I have enjoyed are worth 
probably twice or three times the expense—a clear gain. Now, 
if we could have the close season on pinnated grouse commence 
the first of November, ami the laws In regard to "having In pos¬ 
session” enforced, 1 think It would do away with the trapping 
that is done, and they are tbe birds we must protect or soon we 
will have none.
